ConjjiaRUive- 
ly f«w women comMiit buicide after 
the twenty -fifth y^ar, but men are 
not Siifu until they are past 10. llio 
women aft«>r uiarriagfi usually take 
iife as they fjnd it and submit with 
stoicism to its conditions. The M:I. 
cides of men arc due to tbe worries 
and reverses of business and are 
often the result^ of cool and deliber- 
ate choice bcrtveen two evils. Fe- 
male suicides are rather more than 
half those of males, hut with a dis- 
tinct tendency to increase. 


From January to May are the 


worst months for suicides. 
Tha 


number mounts rapidly month by 
month from January to May and 
keeps higb until July, and it falls 
tc its lowest in Novenalw. Tbo sui- 
cides of Decem ber and January are 
attributed partly to pecuniary trou- 
bles at tbo close of tha year, when 
accounts are supposed to bo closed 
and all liabilities met. A rise in July 
is attributed to financial troubles at 
the half year. 


In recent years tbe use of tbe 


sword by suicides is decreasiii!? 
greatly. Hanging is tbe method most 
frequently employed, noiirly three- 
fourths of tbfa male suicides aud 
nearly half the females having ter- 
minated thoir lives in tins way; but 
amon? women drowning is more 
onnnon even tban hanging. Fire- 
arms and poison are very raroly 
used, probably bocaupo they nro not 
readily obtainable, while a Japanobo 
of -either soar alwayb has a long gir- 
dle and always has water sufficient 
to cause drowning at band in the 
deep wolla in every villago and ad- 
jacent to almost every bouse. 


The figures show that »bo ntftnbor 


of suicides varies year by year witli 
the price of rice. It rises when tbo 
price of rice is high and falls when 
rice is cheap. It is also evident that 
the great centers of commerce and 
industry bavo a greater proportion 
tban country districts. 


Mr. iSaito has endeavored to tabu- 


late tho causes of Japanese suicidt's 
and from tbe fiqnres for four yi\ut- 
which be gives at appears that abont 
half thu total number are duo to 
mental derangement, about a quar- 
ter to "general roverses of fortune 
and the difficulty cf making a hv- 
ing," an eighth of tbo whole art' at- 
tributed to physical suffering, and 
tho remainder to love, remorse, 
shame, bereavement, domestic quar- 
rels, etc. 


No attempt is mado in tbo statis- 


tics to distinguish botwi-cn educated 
and uneducated por.-ons who commit 
suicide. It sec-rus, however, thar tbo 
view of tbo educated Japanese i» 
that bo lias, a right to commit sui- 
cido if be thinks bis life lias boon r. 
failure or that it bat, Leenmo ait ,i>- 
tolerable burden to inna.

FORGES BANK DRAFTS. 


How a Quartet of Criminal* Swindled 


Various IJ»nk». 


New York, Nov. 7.—The police au- 


thorities licr liavo run to earth a quar- 
tet of criminals who have been floating 
the country 
during 
the 
past 
fow 


months '.vith dangerous forged bank 
drafts and liave swindled banks both in 
New York and Chicago. 


One of the principals of the conspir- 


acy, who gives his name as .lames 
Thompson, a fictitious name, has been 
for two days in the custody of the po- 
lice and lias turned state's evidence. 
Upon his . testimony the grand jury 
found an indictment for forgery in the 
first degree against Walter B. Peters, 
one of the combination who was cap- 
tured in Chicago and is »ow under ar- 
rest in that city. He will be extradited 
to New York for trial. 


The combination to defraud banks 


by these bogus drafts was formed in 
the west. The members were Walte 
B. Peters, Willis Herbert Connors, W 
H. Smith and Thompson. Peters is a 
lithographer and did most of the wort 
and is therefore considered the mos 
dangerous of the four men. 


The plan of the quartet was put into 


operation last June when Peters mad 
a lithographic plate of a draft of th 
Lincoln National bank of Chicago on 
the Lincoln National bank of Nev 
York. Smith and Conners were trav 
eling through the west ostensibly m, 
drummers, and Peters would fill ou 
the drafts and send them on to the two 
men who would pass them on hotels 
iind business houses and even in banks 
Ohio and Indiana were well worked bj 
the two men. 


On Sept. 10 Peters and Smith came 


on to New York. 
While there Peters- 


began making a counterfeit draft of the 
Park National bank of Cleveland. 
Af- 


ter they had been in the hotel a few 
days they became frightened and left 
leaving their board unpaid. 


Later they took rooms ;•„:. the Hotel 


Albert. Peters was known ^5 William 
Pierson and Smith as William Rhodes. 
In the Hotel Albert they finished the 
strme and then printed the draft. One 
of these drafts is now in the possession 
of the police. It was filled out for $325 
and purported to he from the Park Na-
